Vanderlip Concessions Re

Tokio. Dec. 29.—Concessions In 
Kamchatka granted to Washington 
D. Vanderlip. of California, by th« 
Russian Government might prove a 
serious disadvantage to Japan, 
Viscount Uchida, Japanese Foreign 
Minister, told a deputation of the 
Opposition party which visited him 
to-day. He pointed out. however, 
that the United 0tate*9had not recog¬ 
nised the contract because America 
bad not recognized Ihe Soviet Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The deputation also questioned the 
Ministers of War and Navy. Both re¬

The Esquimau Council Chamber 
I was last night the scene of a few 
lenae moments, when Reevd Lockley 
roundly criticised H. O. Rogers, a 
building contractor, for having cast 
aspersions on the methods adopted 
in awarding recent contracts under 
the 8oldlers* Housing Scheme. 

The matter came up when the 
Council was considering tenders for 
i two houses. Mr. Roger's figure of 
SS.OO being the lowest eligible. 

I G. H Sedgrr, one of the applicants 
for a Housing Scheme loan, when 
asked by Reeve Lockley. expressed 
his approval of the price asked and 
was confident his brother would also 
be satisfied. 

Reeve Lockley then raised his 
voice and addressed Mr. Rogers, who 
was present In the Chamber, saying; 

•'It has come to our notice that you 
have caused a lot of unnecessary 
talk about this Council, in regard to 
the letting of the last contract under 
this Housing 8cheme, and unless you 
will write a letter of apology to this 
Council we will take no action to 
award this contract to _ There 
are no grounds whatever for your 
statements, which you cannot deny, 
for you have made them to me per¬ 
sonally* 

Mr. Rogers replied that he had 
said nothing wrong, and was willing 
to apologise if necessary. Reeve 
j Lockley curtly retorted, “put It in 
| writing, we want your denial for the* 

The Council then left the matter In 
the hands of the Reeve, the Munici¬ 
pal Engineer and Clerk and O. H. 
Sedger. who were given power to let 
the contract either to Mr. Rogers or 
the next tenderer at I5JII.
